Nasty Habits, the controversial film satirizing 
Watergate in the context of a Philadelphia 
convent, has hit screens in the diocese, and 
Catholics, at least those calling the diocese and 
the SC, are seething. 


The groundswell of Catholic outrage, which 
has-since all but vanished, first began in New 


York when the archdiocesan chancery officials © 


protested ads, featuring a leggy nun hoisting her 
habit to reveal a tape recorder, that appeared in 
secular papers there. 


EVEN THE JEWISH Anti-Defamation League, 
found the film offensive enough to Catholics to 
protest to Hollywood. 


And last week, locally, ads in the San Diego 
Union and Evening Tribune heralded the film’s

Local attorneys join Tribunal

Marriage annulment cases will be handled 
more speedily in the diocese as a result of 
volunteer lay attorneys helping the iocesan 
Tribunal 


In a program believed to be unique in the 
nation, 52 civil. lawyers and judges have 
volunteered their legal training to help Catholics 
‘‘seeking to have their marriages nullified by the 
Church,’’ according to Father Michael Higgins 
who heads the tribunal. 


‘THE VOLUNTEERS come from 26 parishes, 
and though some will work out of the diocesan 
office, ‘‘there will be at least one volunteer 
working in each of the 26 parishes involved.”’ 


- Their service will augment cases currently being 


handled by the priests in the parishes. 


‘‘That means that many marriage cases can be 
handled entirely in the parishes,’’ the priest 
observed, ‘“‘eliminating the need for those 
seeking annulments to even come to the tribunal 
office.’ 

The volunteers will formally be commissioned 
as “‘lay advocates’’ of the tribunal during the 11 
a.m. Mass in Immaculata church, San Diego, 
Sunday, May 22. 


THEIR INSTALLATION follows a three-month 


arrival. Then the calls began. The irate callers 
demanded to know what the Church was going to 


do in protest of the movie. 


We answered: ‘‘What are you going to do? 
Have you called the newspaper to protest the 
ads? Have you called the theatre to protest its 
showing the film? Have you encouraged your 
altar society, CDA court, Knights of Columbus 
council, your Holy Name Society, etc., to mount 
an organized protest? 

“Have you banded your groups together to tell 
people responsible for the presence of Nasty 
Habits in San Diego that you regard the film as a 
slap in the face to your faith?”’ 

Too often, it seems, Catholics regard the 
Church as some all powerful monolith ready to 
protect the faithful from those evil forces who 
would ridicule Catholicism. 

The Church, after all, is basically the body of 
the faithful. The Church can form the conscience

tribunal internship which was preceded by an 
intensive 10-week course in canon law taught by 
Father Higgins. The new ‘‘lay advocates’’ will 
donate a few hours of their time each month in 
service to the tribunal. 

The program is a ‘‘key step’’ for the Church 
and for Catholics barred from the sacraments 
because of marriage impediments, said Father 
Higgins. 

““We hope that most cases will be handled 
within a month. This is important because the 
number of cases coming before the tribunal— 
more than 1,000 a year— is too great for the 
regular staff to handle speedily,’’ he maintained. 


IT IS ALSO HOPED that the presence of the 
volunteer lawyers in the parishes will encourage 
Catholics who have stayed away from the Church 
because of marriage problems to come forward in 
an effort to resolve them. 

Despite the fact that it is limited currently to 
San Diego County, Father Higgins sees the ‘‘lay 
advocate’’ program as a means to improve 
tribunal services in San Bernardino, Riverside 
and Imperial counties. 

‘*With the ‘lay advocates’ concentrating their 
efforts here,’’ he explained, “‘it will free the 
regular tribunal staff to work more extensively in 
the rest of the diocese,’’ adding that he

MANILA, The Philippines—The acute 
shortage of priests in this island nation. has 
led to renewed proposals to ordain married 
men to the priesthood to perform specialized 
ministries. There is now one priest for every 
8,000-10,000 Catholics in the Philippines, 
compared to one priest for every 800 U.S. 
Catholics. 


Abp. ‘sinks’ Trident subs 

SEATTLE—Urging his priests to support 
Carter administration efforts for arms 
limitations, Archbishop Raymond 
Hunthausen also attacked the Trident 
submarine program, which is based -in 
Washington State, as ‘“‘aggressive’’ weapon- 
ry. “‘It seems to me,’’ he said, ‘‘that the 
Trident program is saying, ‘It is better that 
many die...’ ’’ Each Trident submarine will 
carry 408 nuclear warheads, each capable of 
explosive power five times as devastating as 
the bombing of Hiroshima. 


Canon lawyers need ‘policing’ 


OMAHA, Neb.—‘‘The Canon Law Society 
of America (CLSA) has not squarely faced 
the problem of policing its own profession. 
Neither have we priests squarely faced the 
problem of policing our own pastoral 
ministry,’’ said Father Val Peter, SJ, at the 
regional CLSA meeting here. He suggested 
the lawyers should draft a new code of 
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responsibility to discourage persons with 
authority in the Church from misusing that 
authority. 


Energy bill for Church too 


WASHINGTON—Church-operated colle- 
ges, schools ‘and hospitals would be eligible 
to receive millions of doliars in government 
aid for conservation projects under President 
Jimmy Carter’s proposed energy legislation. 
His proposals call for grants of $300 million a 
year for three years for ‘‘weatherization”’ 
and energy conservation in public buildings 
and non-profit schools and hospitals. 


Family ’77 set for Colo. 


ESTES PARK, Colo.—The Christian 
Family “Movement, National Marriage 
Encounter and the National Conference of 
Churches will sponsor Family ’77 at the 
YWCA of the Rockies here July 12-16. 
Planners say Family ’77 will ‘‘celebrate faith 
in families and in marriage while chal- 
lenging and equipping families...for action 
in building a more healthy society.’’ 


New papal guards sworn in 


VATICAN CITY—Only yards from where 
147 of their predecessors died 450 years ago, 
16 new recruits were sworn into the Swiss 
Guard, Europe’s oldest fighting regiment. 
The unit’s main task here is to protect the 
Pope. In 1527, 147 Swiss Guards died in an 
attack on St. Peter’s tomb by Spanish forces. 


Catholics fight ‘gay rights’ bill 
ST. PAUL, Minn.—The Minnesota Catho- 
lic Conference opposed a bill in the state 
legislature here which prohibits employment 
discrimination on the basis of ‘‘affectional or 
sexual preferences’’. The MCC noted that 
the measure could force schools to hire 
militant homosexuals thus ‘‘violating the 
rights of students and their parents.”’

Institute tells how to plan better liturgies

Celebrating better litur- 
gies was the focal point of the 
first Liturgy Institute offered 
last week by the diocesan 


Center for Liturgy and 
Prayer. 

Nearly 150 lay people, 
priests and Sisters from 


nearly 40 parishes gathered 
at San Diego’s Holy Family 
parish for a day of workshops 
with topics ranging from 
Church music and children’s 
liturgy to banner making and 
church design. 


San Bernardino, Fall- 
brook, Oceanside, Carlsbad, 
Vista, El Cajon, Chula Vista, 
La Mesa and San Diego were 


among cities represented at | 


the institute. 


“LITURGY, the worship 
offered by people to their 
God, is the ultimate reason 
for any 
Christians, and it should 
mark festivity, joy and cele- 
bration in the human spirit,” 
said Father Dennis Krouse, 
director of the prayer and 
liturgy center, in the open- 
ing general assembly. 

He cited seven basic points 
necessary for planning better 
liturgies: x 

—Liturgy is an act of the 
whole person worshiping 
God with ‘“‘his mind, heart 
and body’’. 

—Liturgy is an art, the 


gathering of 


conscious production and 
arrangement of sounds, 
colors and movements to 
develop a sense of beauty. 


—Liturgy reflects the cul- 
ture of peoples. If liturgy is 
truly to be-‘‘a work of the 
people’’—who Vatican II 
called to be ‘‘conscious and 
active participants’’—then 
“it must reflect their cul- 
ture.” 

—Liturgy is both the cause 
and. the sign of unity. It 
demands a sense of unity 
that is ‘‘particularly difficult 
in America, a nation of 
rugged individualists’’. 

—Liturgy is “‘pan-tempo- 
ral’’; that is it crosses all 
time. It recalls the past

event which continues. It continues in the 
interior life of every believer and remains in the 
convictions of Christ’s followers. It remains in 
the mystical and sacramental presence which 
accompanies the Church in its march through 
time.—To a general audience 


Do not disguise faith 


We are awaiting proof from you that it is 


possible to deeply implant the authentic 
Christian message in your nations while 
respecting the fundamental currents of African 
culture, or, to say it another way, to give an 
African face to the eternal gospel message. 


At first glance, the task of adapting the faith to 
an African culture, without being unfaithful to 
the fundamentals of belief, seems almost 
impossible. 


It cannot be denied that we must adapt the 
faith regarding the way truths are presented. But 
the message that is to be adapted is unique and 
cannot be either disguised or betrayed. There is 
only one faith in the Church.—To African 
bishops : 


Rules for liturgy 


Call a halt to mediocrity and free-and-easi- 
ness in the liturgy. The rules on the place in 
which Mass is celebrated, the vestments to be 
worn and the sacred objects to be used must be 
followed. 5 


The Catholic liturgy must remain God-cen- 
tered.

It’s your dollar they‘re spending 


The typical American family today is exposed to 
1,500 bits of advertising, one way and another, 
each day. Yes, each day. And in some cases as 
much as 60 percent of the sales dollar is spent on 
advertising. Many companies regularly spend 20 to 
40 percent, according to some estimates. And 
whose dollar is being spent so lavishly on 
promoting the product? Yours and mine, of course. 


In no way, shape or form am |! against 
advertising, speaking for a business or profession 
which needs the money from advertising in order to 
continue. But it is the amount of money spent on 
advertising and the way it is spent which is worth 
our time to ponder. And this week is a good time 
because the Pope has set May 22 as World 
Communications Day, with the accent on 
advertising communications. 


Beat path to TV door 


A tremendous change has come over advertising 
in the past 10 or 15 years, due to the influence of 
television, its color and its ratings. Now advertisers 
literally purchase a market by numbers—the 
numbers expected to watch a program. It takes no 
account of the quality of the program nor the 
quality of the viewers. It counts the number of the 
sets switched on. 


As a result of the follow-the-leader complex 
which pervades most American companies, they 
have flocked to television and its numerical spread 
often without regard to cost and certainly with 
somewhat less respect for the actual truth than 
before. 


In print an ad can be studied, its words analyzed. 
In 20 or 30 seconds on television a glib phrase, a 
half-truth can be perpetrated on a gullible public 
and sales of that product can result (if the people 
remember the next day what they saw). So the 
short sharp sales gimmick becomes the TV 
approach and people of all ages are mesmerized by 
clever words, jingles and visual assaults. 


Responsible advertising 


The theme of the World Communications Day 
message is the benefits, dangers and responsibili- 
ties of advertising. There are, of course, 
tremendous benefits, not least being the spread of 
good news of all kinds through advertising. The 


dangers are inherent in the gullibility of the public 


and in the motivation for evil which also comes from 
advertising. 


It is the responsibilities which are sometimes way 
in the background when advertising programs are 
planned and put into operation. One of the least 
remembered responsibilities is the recognition that 
it is the money of the consumer that is being spent 
on the advertising and that is should therefore be 
spent in the best general interest, as well as in the 
interest of the manufacturer of the product. 


You don’t see them here 


For instance, there has been a tremendous 
reduction in the use of the advertising pages in the 
religious press in recent years, so much so that 
there are many Catholic and similar newspapers 


suffering a crippling loss of revenue—at a time 
when all other costs are rising fast. 


Once upon a time a major product campaign 
would include the Catholic press, and local stores 
would always include the Catholic newspaper in its 
schedules. No more. TV advertising has caught the 
imagination (even if it doesn’t promote the sales) 
and what used to be spent with papers like the 
Southern Cross is now spent on the little screen. Is 
there not a responsibility to spread the benefits o 
advertising through all media? : 


The 44,000 families who receive the Southern 
Cross each week spend miltions in stores like 
Safeway, Food Basket, Big Bear, Alpha Beta, 
Vons, FedMart, May Co., Gemco, Bullocks, 
Broadway, Zodys, Wards, Penneys, McDonalds, 
Kentucky Fried and so.on down the line. But do you 
see a line of their advertising in this newspaper? 
And it-isn’t for lack of trying on our part. It’s your 
money they are spending on advertising —but none 
of it goes to help support your newspaper. Maybe 
you should tell them. 


Are bishops divine? 


In a recent question-and-answer column by 
Father John Dietzen of Peoria, the following 
appeared: ‘‘My husband says that when bishops 
are consecrated that they take on divinity, which 
makes their opinions and decisions the same as 
those of Christ. Is this true? He says even when 
bishops are wrong in their decisions, according to 
the people, they are still right in God’s eyes. Do 
bishops believe this?’’ 


Father Dietzen’s answer: ‘‘No, Virginia, bishops 
do not become divine. In fact God himself is likely 
happier than anyone that he is not a bishop. He 
probably couldn’t take the hassle.’’ 


Our Bishop Leo T. Maher had a very earthy 
meeting with a bunch of ‘‘Indians’’ recently. In 
their regalia, both the bishop and the Indians made 
a splendid sight in the Polaroid picture sent to me. 
Unfortunately it doesn’t stand large reproduction, 


but here it is—the bishop and the children at Santa 
Ysabel Mission for confirmation. 


Talk and the world talks with you 


We were talking...about talking. | 
suppose most of us do more of that 
than anything else in the course of a 
day. 


These days it seems that there is no 
subject which is not subjected to talk. 
We talk about things that a generation 
ago we would hardly have dared think 
of, and discuss topics on which at one 
time we would not have dared hold an 
opinion. 


WE TALK about what is wrong with 
the world and ourselves and what we 
should be doing, to such length that 
we seldom leave ourselves time to do 
anything about it. We debate the pros 
and cons of issues in such com- 
prehensiveness that it becomes well 
nigh impossible to make a decision. In 
time, we usually exhaust ourselves 
and let the matter drop. 


To feed the apparently insatiable 
appetite for something to talk about, 
books and magazines, radio and 
television dredge up endless facts and 
Opinions to parade before us. We talk 
about them a great deal, but when it 
comes down to it, we are more com- 
mentators than activists. 


Everyone, for instance, must by 
now have an opinion on abortion, yet 


demonstrations for or against are not 
proportionately well supported as far 
a visible numbers are concerned. We 
must, surely, be concerned about 
abused children and the handicapped, 
yet programs safeguarding their 
interests and other public service 
ventures do not overwhelmingly 
attract volunteer help. 


TODAY WE seem to be talking 
more about religion than previously, 
but church membership, they tell us, 
is decreasing. We speak and lecture 
or listen to lectures on prayer and 
spirituality and commitment, but our 
communities do not significantly grow 
kinder, more gentle, self-giving and 
committed, nor apparently more truly 
spiritual. 

With the spread of charismatic 
renewal, there does seem to be more 
time spent in actual prayer and more 
confidence in its effects, but it would 
probably be a safe guess that active 
prayer still lags behind our talk about 
prayer. 

We set great store by the spoken or 
written word. If a person is to be 
acknowledged as ‘‘spiritual’’ or 
“‘saintly’’ today, we expect volumes of 
comment from them on spirituality or 
saintliness. Poor Mother Theresa is 


constantly being nagged for profound 
spiritual sayings and insights. But she 
has spent a lifetime praying and doing 
and for her there is nothing new to 
say—Jesus said it all. 

WE READ and are awed; listen and 


are enchanted; study and are de- 
lighted to be able to debate 


knowledgeably. ‘’Simple’’ faith and - 


prayer of those humble folk who have 
nothing to say about their relationship 
with God and probably cannot even 
conceptualize it in those terms are 
something of an enigma in_ this 
verbose age. 

The ‘‘non-vocal’’ person seems to 
disturb us almost as much as our own 
silence, although paradoxically medi- 
tation and reflection are the ‘‘in’’ 
things. 


Books on spirituality and prayer and ‘ 


the ‘‘Christian experience’’ pour out 
in such floods from publishing houses 
with such variety of opinion and 
technique that everyone may read 
them and be moved or inspired and 
grateful. It is possible to feel 
repeatedly so moved, inspired and 
grateful that we no longer feel the 
need to deepen our own capacity for 
prayer or seek our own spirituality. 


IN OUR TALK, we can escape from 


ourselves and from the demands that 
the principles we express might make 
upon us. It is no accident that 
‘‘“spontaneous’’ group prayer-is so 
popular. | think the most frustrating 
thing for many of us is to undergo a 
‘spiritual experience’’ and be unable 
to ‘‘share’’ it with our particular 
group. 

Every now and again, it is a good 
idea to stop and listen to what we are 
saying, and honestly try to discern 
how deeply into our inner being it has 
penetrated. So much of what we say is 
window dressing, drapery to obscure 
what really lies in our interior spaces, 
things we are too afraid or too 
comfortable to deal with. 


IT IS IRONIC that the one person to 
whom all these veils are appallingly 
transparent is the one whose opinion 
is most important. In God’s_ per- 
spective, all our evasion techniques 
must appear as nothing more than 
clumsy delaying tactics through which 
to avoid facing the reality of ourselves 
and him. 


There is, of course, a time for 
talking, but every time is a time to 
stop, look at God, and listen to what 
he has to say about himself and 
us...and what we’re talking about.

No pedestal for her! 


Women in our culture are either 
denigrated and infantilized or idealized and 
put on a pedestal, but they are not allowed to 
be independent and free human persons. 
They do not live theit own lives but are 


‘taught to live vicariously through those of 


husbands and children. 

They do not exercise their own power, but 
manipulate men’s power. They are not 
supposed to express their own opinion, but 
to be silent. Nothing could be clearer proof 
of the pervasiveness of this view of woman 
than Michael Newman’s article ‘‘The 
sainthood of women’’ (May 5S). 

First, he discusses ‘‘the sainthood of 
women who...run our lives—whether we like 
it or not or whether we admit to it or not,”’ 
(women manipulating men’s power). Then 
he states, ‘“‘Behind every successful man 
there is a woman’’ (a woman living 
vicariously through her husband). 

Next we are told to follow Christ’s 
example in recognizing the special qualities 
of women as women, for example, Mary 
“the mother who stood by silently and 
watched her son in his mission...’’ (passive, 


silent). Finally we are told that women ‘‘are- 


very holy—very sacred—vessels, used by 
God in his ongoing work of creation.”’ 

Naturally, the article enumerates ways in 
which women ‘“‘sacrifice constantly’ for 
their families. While Christian love in all 
persons has always included the notion of 
self-sacrifice, there have been ways, as we 
see in Michael Newman’s article, of 
attributing that element of love especially to 
women. 

Men as well as women are called to a love 
that is self-sacrificing; men as well as 
women are to yield to to one another, to 
know the meaning of sacrifice and surrender 
in their love for God and human persons. 


Finally, he laments that ‘‘the male role of 
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protector and the female role of nurture now 
have to be compromised to some extent,’’ 
and hopes that the inherent sanctity of 
woman will not be damaged irreparably. 


These roles must change because overall 
they have been inadequate, conducive to 
social injustices, and in the Christian 
community not sufficiently informed by or 
faithful to the teachings of Christ. Women 
and men, both special receptacles of God’s 
readily available love, will benefit from this 
change.

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What Jesus Taught about Suffering 
We share in his glory so 
must share in his agony 


By Father John J. Castelot 


A fire breaks out in a parochial school and 
consumes innocent young bodies. A dam 
breaks, and the angry water sweeps away 
homes, families, young and old, good and 
bad. Cerebral palsy, muscular dystrophy, 
cancer, insanity warp and maim thousands 
of bodies and minds yearly. 

Why? Why? Why? 

THIS IS A question with which the 
anguished human spirit has wrestled for 
thousands of years. It seems that only God 
knows the answer. And even now that he has 
shown us, by the redeeming death of 
innocence itself on the Cross, that suffering 
is not at all pointless, meaningless, it still 
takes deep faith to appreciate the mysterious 


lesson of the cruicifixion. We are so prone to _ 


forget the Resurrection! 


The Old Testament people knew nothing 
of either the crucifixion or the resurrection. 
They had to grapple with the mystery as best 
they could. At the beginning they were 
apparently content with the facile ex- 
planation of the Deuteronomist: virtue 


Roots of Our Eaith: 


brings happiness; sin brings misfortune. 


Now this is a valid enough principle, but it 
has to be rightly understood. So much 
depends on one’s definition of happiness. 
Unfortunately, Old Testament horizons were 
limited to life here below. 


DEATH WAS, for all practical purposes, 
the end of everything. Happiness, then, 
consisted in health, wealth, long life, peace, 
large families—the good life. Such a 
restricted view was bound to create 
difficulties, and it did. 


As time went on and the people suffered 
shattering reverses, they began questioning 
the truth of the commonly accepted answer. 
They could appreciate the fact they were 
suffering the consequences of their ingrati- 
tude, disobedience, open rebellion. 


Still, not all had been sinful. There were 
many good people, and they were suffering, 
too. On the other hand, how many godless 
men and women, guilty of every sin in the 
book, were living in the lap of luxury, 
apparently favored with all blessings! 


THE BABYLONIAN EXILE especially, 
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coupled with the dispiriting disenchantment 
of the return, opened their eyes and made 
them face the perplexing realities of life. 
During this period some of their best minds 
searched for a new, more satisfying answer. 

This search led to the creation of one of 
the greatest works of human literature, an 
all-time classic, the Book of Job. From the 
literary viewpoint, it is, on all counts, a 
masterpiece. And what it has to say is of 
undying interest, because it mirrors the 
anguish of all people confronted with the 
suffering of the innocent. 

In the highly dramatic dialogues between 
Job and his friends, the author seriously 
questions the validity of the old answer to 
the problem of the suffering of the just 
person. When finally, an impasse has been 
reached, God himself is introduced, and one 
expects him to solve the mystery once and 
for all. 


BUT HE doesn’t, at least not completely. 
However, the answer attributed to him is 
reassuring, in chapters 38 and 39 he gives 
what is perhaps the most magnificent 
description of his creative power and wisdom 
to be found anywhere. 

In this power and wisdom lies Job’s 
answer. Could ‘such an infinitely powerful 
and wise creator and governor allow an 
innocent person to suffer without good 
reason? Such capriciousness would be a flat 
contradiction of his wisdom. 


What that reason is we do not learn just 
yet. It was to be given some four centuries 
later, half of it-on a cloud-covered Calvary 
and the other half two days later in a

dawn-lit garden. Still it was consoling to 
know there was a reason; it is only the 
senseless, the pointless that baffles and 
infuriates us. 


IN THE LIGHT of the Passion and 
Resurrection of Jesus we now know that 
suffering and death can be positively 
meaningful, redemptive. Death is an 
obviously necessary prelude to resurrection; 
the link between suffering and glory is not 
quite so clear. Yet St. Luke seems to insist 
on an almost necessary connection. 

In his story of the disciples on the road to 
Emmaus, he tells how they expressed their 
disappointment to the risen Lord, whom 
they did not recognize. The Lord answered 
them: ‘‘What little sense you have! How 
slow you are to believe all that the prophets 
have announced! Did not the Messiah have 
to undergo all this so as to enter into his. 
glory?’’ (Luke 24:25-26). 

Just about every book of the New 
Testament assures us we shall share in 
Christ’s glory. They make it equally clear 
that we must also share in his suffering. The 
first Letter of Peter keeps repeating this 
theme, but in a very reassuring way. 


This does not mean the Christian can be 
indifferent to human suffering. On the 
contrary, he must be very concerned and 
involved in. alleviating it. But in the 
meantime suffering goes on and at least we 


‘know how to make it meaningful. 


We do not have all the answers, but we do 
have some important ones and in particular 
we have the ultimate one: Our resurrection 
in the Lord. 


!s There Meaning to Pain? 


Why does God allow 
the innocent to suffer? 


By Father Alfred McBride, O Praem 


Few things are as certain as the possibility 


of suffering for every human being. Whether - 


hit by a car, brought down by a heart attack, 
assaulted by migraines, mugged by a thief, 
burned in a fire, frozen by icy winds, bruised 
by a beating, insulted by a stranger, 
betrayed by a friend, cheated by a business 
partner, lied to by a relative, slandered by 
the press or humiliated by the boss, one will 
come to know suffering some way. 

Ever since the first ache and pain was felt 
the question has arisen about its cause, 
whether physical, mental or spiritual. Why 
the pain? And when the suffering and death 
become pervasive and unbearable, a further 
question emerges about its significance. 


IT THERE meaning to my suffering? Is 
there anyway I can make sense out of it? 
Why does God let this happen to me? I can 
see why the evil suffer, but why does God let 


it happen to the innocent? The Russian 
novelist, Dostoevsky, in his legend of the 
Grand Inquisitor, asks why a so-called good 
God would allow children to suffer and be 
violently killed? 


There is a severity about pain and 
suffering that makes people think of God. 
Some cry out to God to be delivered from 
their pain. Even Jesus does this on the cross, 
““My God, my God, why have you forsaken 
me?”’ 

Others curse God for the evil-that has 
come upon them. Others again question why 
God would let such suffering happen. If he is 
so good, why does he allow evil in the world? 
This is the so-called problem of evil. 


NOW, SO LONG as suffering is 
considered a problem to be solved by reason, 
the answers are bound to prove unsatisfying. 
Reason can only see God as the all-powerful 
master of the universe, an overseer of the 


greatest plantation in the universe. 

Reason quite sensibly asks the plantation 
master to take better care of things and to 
prevent evil from happening. At the same 
time reason also realized that human beings 
have freedom of choice. 

If God is to stop a lot of the evil, then he 
will also have to stop a lot of the freedom. He 
will have to take back the gift of freedom so 
people will not be able to rob, brutalize and 
scourge each other. 


REASON DOES see the dilemma caused 
by the contrast between God’s almighty 
power and the freedom of human beings. 
This is why a person of faith speaks not so 
much about the problem of evil as the 
mystery of evil. Reason can solve problems. 
Faith solves mysteries of religion. 

The people of the Bible began with evil as 
a problem and wound up facing it as a 
mystery. They started treating it with reason 
and finished by pondering it in faith. Instead 
of wrestling intellectually with it, they 
confronted it with their hearts and thus 
found meaning and hope in the very crucible 
of pain itself. 

Their reason said that God was. all 
powerful and therfore should stop pain and 
evil. Their faith said that God’s power was 
best shown in his vulnerability-his wounda- 
bility. They saw that the greatest suffering 
was not in the physical order, but in the 


moral and personal order. The wounding of 
persons has far more painful than the 
wounding of bodies. 


IN MOST CASES bodily wounds healed or 
could be borne with some sense of dignity 
and acceptance. But the wounds caused by 
persons ran so much deeper. Betrayal, 
humiliation, the degradation of one person 
by another, this was the ultimate suffering. 
To be rejected and despised by those to 
whom you showed love; here was the pain 
that needed redemption. 


In their faith they saw that evil is 
overcome by good, meaning that evil is 
conquered by permitting its meanness and 
cruelty to inflict its wounds and to forgive 
the wounder, that both wounder and 
wounded may be healed. The Old Testament 
tells stories and poems about a suffering 
servant—an image of God—who bears the 
sufferings of others, who permits himself to 
be humilated that he may heal those who sin 
against him. It was not just an abnormal 
seeking of pain, but rather a willingness to 
be hurt in order to forgive, and thus cure the 
hurter. 


The cross of Jesus is the greatest example 
of how evil’s mystery is solved. His last 
words are about forgiving those who hurt 
him. He reaches out to heal those who have 
harmed. Here is a remarkable solution, not 
to the problem, but to the mystery of evil.

Rose died on Friday. 


Rose always wanted a miracle. I always 
wanted to work a miracle for her, but the 
Lord had his own plan. - 


I MET ROSE four years ago when I began 
part-time chaplain work at Spencer State 
Hospital. Having a four-county parish to 
tend didn’t leave me as much time to visit 
patients as I would have liked. But Rose was 
one I couldn’t forget. 


She had been injured in an auto accident 
and was paralyzed from the waist down. 
Now the lower part of her body was 
beginning not to function. 


As a young black woman living in the 
mountains of West Virginia, Rose had 
known many hardships. At great sacrifice 
she had become a psychologist. Now she felt 
her life was wasted and had no meaning. 


SHE OFTEN threatened suicide. But Rose 
also had faith—of a kind—not the clear, 
strong vision with which some are blessed, 
but the struggling, groping faith of the poor 
reaching out for hope. 


We used to talk about suffering. What 
could I say? How could Rose see that God 
was good and loving? All she wanted was to 
get out of the hospital and be able to walk 
again. 


Would God cure her as she asked? 


I NEVER could assure her of a miracle. I 
wished I had some power to heal her, and 
many others like her. 


On Thursday, the day before she died, I 
visited her. 1 took a prayer book she had 
requested. I said some prayers from the 
book and then asked if there was anything 
else I could do. 


“Have you ever been baptized?”’ I asked. 
“I KNOW I told you I haven’t been.’’ 
-‘‘Would you like me to baptize you?’’ 
“*Yes,’’ Rose replied. 


SO ROSE received the gift of Christ. The 
next day I returned to the hospital, anointed 
Rose and said the prayers for the sick. She 
thanked me for what I had done and I 
thanked God for what he had done. 


An hour later, Rose died. I truly believe 
Rose got a greater miracle than she or I had 
asked for. 


Often as I drive along the roads in my part 
of West Virginia and survey the beauty 
arourd me, I thank God that it was his ‘plan 
for me to be in this place. Mingled with the 
beauty of nature there is sadness of poverty. 
There are lives that are Christless, but there 
are also opportunities to turn hopelessness 
into joy. 

I THINK of the mountains of another time 
and place and how much they meant to 
Jesus. He found refuge in the hills and 
mountains. He went there often to pray. It 
was on a mountain that he chose his 
disciples and it was from the Sermon on the

historico ordinario sobre la vida de Jesus, 
sino una “‘buena nueva’’ sobre su vida y 
obras. El Evangelio quisiera informarnos 
de lo que Jesus es ahora para nosotros, de 
lo que la Iglesia quiere significar ahora 
para nosotros, y de cual debe ser nuestra 
respuesta ahora.

Para dar una forma permanente al 
testimonio creyente de aquellos cristianos, 
se comenzo a reunir sus testimonios a lo 
largo de muchos anos. De esta manera el 
Nuevo Testamento fue adquiriendo poco a 
poco una forma fija. 


PABLO Y PEDRO durante su vida 
solamente conocieron el Evangelio de San 
Marcos. El Evangelio de San Mateo 
aparecio unos cuarenta anos despues de la 
muerte del Senor y el de San Lucas tardo 
diez anos mas. Y San Juan no escribio su 
buena nueva hasta cien anos despues de 
Cristo. 


Los primeros y mas antiguos escritos del 
Nuevo Testamento, son cartas de San 
Pablo, entre ellos la primera carta a los 
Corintios. Lo que San Pablo dice a estas 
personas por escrito, evidentemente ya se 
lo habia dicho antes de palabra. 
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LO ESCENCIAL del contenido es corto, 


pero muy rico. Es una antigua confesion de. 


fe que se transmitia oralmente hacia ya 
mucho, Este contenido es mas o menos 
este: Jesus ha muerto por nuestros pecados 
segun las Escrituras, fue sepultado, ha 
resucitado segun las Escrituras, se ha 
aparecido a Cefas. 


Las primeras predicaciones se orien- 
taban sobre todo a la muerte y resurreccion 
del Senor. El nucleo, pues, de la buena 
nueva es que aquel que creiamos muerto y, 
por lo tanto pertenesiente al pasado, ha 
resucitado, es decir, que ahora vive para 
nosotros y que esta presente entre nosotros 
hoy. 

A PARTIR de esta fe, el Nuevo 
Testamento se fue desarrollando. En 
efecto, los primeros cristianos no sola- 
mente se contaban unos a otros con 
exactitud los acontecimientos y hechos que 
retrataban a Jesus durante sus tres anos de 
vida publica, sino que con ello proclamaban 
sobre todo su significacion para nosotros y 
para los que vengan despues de nosotros. 
Anunciaban a Jesus como el Senor que vive 
ahora. 


Asi, por ejemplo, el relato de la curacion 
del paralitico no tiene por objeto solo el 
contar sencillamente cualquier cosa sobre 
Jesus. Trata de comunicarnos que Jesus 
perdona tambien hoy. Quien lea hoy dia los 


relatos de los Evangelios debe pregun- 


tarse: Que mensaje sobre Jesus suena aqui 
para mi? Y solamente entendera estos 
relatos si antes esta preparado a dar una 
respuesta. 


MAS TARDE se empezo a profundizar 
mas en la vida de Jesus anterior a su 
muerte. Por consiguiente, podemos decir 
que los Evangelios se escribieron de atra 
adelante: Se estudio su vida~ publica 
despues de su pasion y muerte, y mucho 
mas tarde tambien su vida de nino.

Mount that we received the blessings of the 
beatitudes. 


It was on one of the many nights he passed 
at Mount Olivet that Jesus prayed to the 
Father to ‘‘remove this cup from me.”’ 

It was not within my power to remove the 
cup of sorrow for Rose, but because of the 
resurrection I was able to give her a glimpse 
of the glory in store. Because Christ rose 
again and because he lives, Rose lives. She 
died aware of this heritage. 

THE MOUNTAINS Jesus knew were not 
too unlike the Appalachians where the 
missioners of Glenmary labor, trying to carry 
out his command to ‘‘go and teach all men.”’ 


The world of Appalachia has many cups of 
sorrow, brimming over with injustice and 
poverty of every kind. 


Any day a missioner is able to help: a 
struggling person deal with problems, or is 
successful in teaching a groping person like 
Rose the reality of the resurrection, means 
that hope spreads its rays of light in the 
mountains. 


What if hope never came to the 
mountains? That is the terrible waste and 
the tragic sorrow that the missioners try to 
alleviate. That is my mission in Appalachia, 
and the mission of a hundred other priests 
and Brothers of Glenmary.

Meditation. 


We are important

Sometimes it is good for us to simply sit in 
awe of God for our quiet time of meditation. 
Awe can be defined as a reverent wonder 
with overtones of fear resulting from an 
intuition into greatness. 


Wonder is also an appropriate attitude for 
meditation. Wonder can be defined as a 
state of excited amazement inspired by 
admiration. ‘‘All things the Lord has made, 
bless the Lord: give glory and eternal praise 
to him.’’ (Daniel 3:57) Because ‘‘God saw all 
he had made, and indeed it was very good.”’ 
(Genesis 1:31) 


YET, WE COULD at times be so 
overwhelmed by the greatness of God that 
we feel insignificant. God, however, does 
not want that his greatness should be 
destructive for us but rather creative. 


“Yahweh, our God, how great your 
name...I look up at your heavens, made by 
your fingers, at the moon and stars you set in 
place—ah, what’ is man that you should 
spare a thought for him...Yet, you have 
made him little less than a god, you have

crowned him with glory and splendor, made 
him lord over the work of your hands, set all 
things under his feet.’’ (Psalm 8:1+) 


When Jesus asked the Father to glorify his 
own name (John 12:28) the voice that came 
from heaven “‘ ‘I have glorified it, and I will 
glorify it again,’ ’’ gave honor not only to the 
Father but to the Son as well; for when God 
is glorified we all share in that glory. 


“AND WE SAW his glory, the glory that 
is his as the only Son of the Father...Indeed, 
from: his fulness we have, all of us, 
received—yes, grace in return for grace.” 
(John 1:14, 16): 


It is good for us, then, to allow ourselves 
to be overcome by the glory of God, to stand 
in awe and wonder of his greatness. Yet, we 
must be careful not to be distracted from the 
Creator by the beauty of his creation 
(Wisdom 13:1-9) 


“Do you not know that your body is a 
temple of the Holy Spirit within you, which 
you have from God? You are not your own; 
you were bought with a price. So glorify God 
in your body.”’ (1 Corinthians 6:19+ RSV)

Should baptism be refused when parents’ faith is weak? 


Most parishes today request that parents of 
children to be baptized attend pre-baptism 
classes in order to renew and refresh their 
knowledge of the faith to which they wish the 
child baptized. If practice of the faith and 
knowledge of it are lacking, should baptism be 
refused? Father Champlin, well-known writer 
and pastor, deals with this pastoral problem.

One of today’s more difficult and painful decisions 
for a parish priest involves the baptism of children 
whose parents practice the Catholic faith in only 
marginal fashion. 


The problem is not anew dilemma for the Church. 
In fact, its founder struggled with the same 
situation—the varying degrees of belief in his 
followers. Jesus’ approach to this matter naturally 
should be our procedure now with regard to 
baptism. 

IN SIMPLIFIED fashion we might say that task 
requires the clergy and others concerned constantly 
to challenge every Christian believer, but to step 
carefully lest they crush the weak or extinguish an 
only faintly flickering flame of faith. 


What has intensified the difficulty . for con- 
temporary pastoral ministers is the emphasis in the 
renewed ritual of baptism on the faith required 
whenever we celebrate this sacrament. It dis- 
courages any magical view of the rite, any practice in 
which the infant receives the holy waters 
automatically and without consideration of the 
parents’ beliefs. 

The General Introduction to Christian Initiation 
thus states: ‘Therefore, baptism is, above all, the 
sacrament of the faith by which men and women, 
enlightened by the Spirit’s grace, respond to the 
gospel of Christ. 


“THAT IS WHY the Church believes it is her most 
basic and necessary duty to inspire all, cate- 
chumens, parents of children still to be baptized, 
and godparents, to that true and living faith by 
which they adhere to Christ and enter into or confirm 
their commitment to this covenant.’’ (Article 3). 


The ideal, of course, sees parents as model 
Catholics, constant in daily prayer, exemplary in 
virtue, regular at Sunday Mass, frequent recipients 
of the Eucharist, and anxious for instruction on the 
meaning of baptism. 

WORKING WITH people like that and celebrating 
this sacrament for them is a joy and comfort for the 
priest. : 

But what of those whose Christian lives are not so 
spectacular, who rarely participate in Sunday Mass, 
who have not received the Eucharist over many 
months or several years? What about them? 

The introduction to the rite for the baptism of 
infants touches on this circumstance:- 

““WHEN THE PARENTS are not yet prepared to 
profess the faith or to undertake the duty of bringing 
up their children as Christians, it is for the parish 
priest...to determine the time for the baptism of 
infants.’’ (Article 8:4). 


The local clergy, then, may postpone the baptism,

if they judge the parents are that negligent. 


lam alittle anxious, however, about what seems a 
growing tendency among some priests to take a hard 
line in this regard. They appear to identify the 
possession of personal faith with fidelity to Sunday 
Mass. 


““YOU ARE NOT really a Catholic. We hardly ever 
see you at Sunday Mass. I’m sorry, but until you 
make a decision, make a stronger faith commitment, 
then we must put off the baptism.” 


Fathers and mothers neglectful of their religious 
practices might well hear those exact or equivalent 
words when they approach such priests with 
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requests for the sacrament. 


As much as | share their desire for a change in the 
parent’s attitude and observances, | am not sure 
these statements square with the Lord’s approach to 
the weak and sinful or with the Church’s precisely 
drawn requirements for baptism. 


CHALLENGE IN a loving, gentle way these 
careless persons, yes. Insist on their presence for 
the explanatory baptismal classes, yes. Urge good 
example and better, more faithful participation in 
the Eucharist, yes. 


But refuse baptism because of poor Mass 
attendance? | am not comfortable with that.

- Local priest is ‘witness to separation’

When you’re the only Catholic priest at a national 
conference of the Episcopal Church what do you do about 
communion? You sit it out and pray for unity, if you are 
Msgr. John R. Portman. 


The San Diego diocesan ecumenical commission's 
chairman was recently the only Catholic priest at the 17th 
Consultation of Partners in Mission (PIM) of the Episcopal 
Church, held in Kentucky and New York. 


The consultation is an 
examination of the state of the 
churches in the Anglican 
communion in various parts of | 
the world. The 17th focused on 
the church in the United 
States. 


DURING sessions of the 
consultation held at Case- 
novia, N.Y., the Anglican 
Eucharist was celebrated each 
day by an Episcopal bishop, 
said Msgr. Portman. & 


“T explained to the group 
that the Roman Catholic view 
is that intercommunion is a 
sign of ‘substantial unity’ and 
since this unity does not exist, 
it would be dishonest for me to 
receive communion,’’ he said 
in an interview on his return.

“Instead I told them I would pray for unity while offering 
up the pain of this separation, asking God to give us the 
grace to respond more fully to his call to unity. 


“EACH DAY | attended the Eucharist, but at the time for 
communion, I sat down and prayed. Each time a bishop or 
priest would come over and offer the kiss of peace. 


“Then on two occasions—a bishop at one time and a 
priest at the other—someone came to sit with me and did 
not receive communion himself as a witness to the 
separation of our two communions,’’ added Msgr. Portman. 


-How did he find the state of the Episcopal Church in the 
U.S.? 


“IT WAS WITH a sense of awe that I saw the complete 
openness and full disclosure in which they were involved 
during the two weeks of meetings,’’ said Msgr. Portman. 


“Any Church that is willing to open itself to the gaze of 
the world to such a degree indicates its strength and 


- determination to respond to the needs of the people under 


the guidance of the Spirit,’’ he said. 


The final report from the consultation indicated several 
concerns, including:

—an over abundance of clergy, and the need for better 
deployment of them; 


—the necessity of having a much clearer understanding of 
the total ministry of the church. 


—that more-attention should be paid to the biblical basis 
of the church’s mission, as distinct from a social mission, 
together. with recognition of the centrality of worship; 


—that parochialism prevents the church from being 
mission. One report referred to the ‘‘crippling paro- 
chialism’”’ at all levels. 


The church was complimented on its strong stand on 
racism over the years and its involvement in trying to save 
our cities from decay, according to Msgr.

Chain letters still a gimmick 
even n if it’ Ss in prayerful form 
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states. ‘‘Don Elliott received $30,000.”’ 


Watch out for the chain letter gimmick, 
even if it’s in a prayerful form. 


Recently new versions of old chain letters 
have appeared in some parishes, some with 
the promise of- wealth, others with the 
promise of favors to be answered. 


TYPICALIS one in the form of a novena to 
St. Jude, which asks for a prayer to be said 
each day. In addition, a copy of the prayer 
has to be left in a church on each of the nine 
days. ‘‘It has never failed to grant a request 
on the ninth day,’’ claims the chain letter. 


Another letter going the rounds claims to 
be a prayer for good luck and if you maintain 
the chain you might receive large amounts of 
money. 


“An RAF officer received $70,000,’’ it 


BY CONTRAST, if you break the chain, 
you are in trouble. ‘‘Dorio Méeirchild 
received the chain and not believing it threw 


it away,’’ states the letter. ‘‘Nine days later 
he died.”’ 


“Carlod Cradvit, an office employe, 
received his chain. He forgot it and in a few 
days lost his job,’”’ the letter warns, claiming 
to be originated by ‘‘Saint Anthony de Cadif, 
a missionary from South America.’’ 


IF RECIPIENTS sent the 20 copies of the 
letter to others, according to the in- 
structions, they would only have to go five 
times down the chain to exceed the 
population of, say San Diego County. 


The best advice about all chain letters is: 
ignore them.

eventually hopes to expand 
the program throughout the 
diocese. 


FATHER HIGGINS © be- 
lieves the San Diego program 
is the only one of its kind in 
the U.S. ‘Some eastern 
diocese have tried using lay 
lawyers in their tribunals in 
the past, but the programs 
failed because volunteers 
were given little formal train- 
ing,’’ he said. 

“‘We believe this program 
will work because, through 
an extensive training pro- 


gram, we have made sure the 
volunteers are not only 
dedicated and competent, 
but also that they have 
thorough knowledge of their 
task,’’ Father Higgins said. 

He noted that tribunal 
officials in the Tuscon dio- 
cese and the Denver archdio- 
cese have asked to copy the 
program. 


Impetus for the San Diego 
program came from the St. 
Thomas More Society which 
Father Higgins describes as 
a group of ‘‘lawyers and 
judges, mostly Catholic, who 


seek, to promote application 
of religious and moral princi- 
ples in the practice of law.”’

NASTY HABITS (Brut)—this film version of 
the satiric novel The Abbess of Crewe, by 
Muriel Spark, which recreated the Water- 
gate scandal in a convent, is heavy-handed 
and frequently tasteless. 


Though there is no intention of offending 
Catholic sensibilities, many may find the 
film’s depiction of life in a convent offensive. 
It is questionable fare, therefore, for any but 
mature viewers. For adults with reser- 
vations. (This review does not take into 
account the distinct issue of Brut’s 
altogether objectionable advertising cam- 
paign currently promoting the film.) 


ANNIE HALL—a rising young Jewish 
comedian meets and falls in love with an 
addlebrained but lovable WASP. This 
neurotic love story is perhaps Woody Allen’s 
most consistently funny film to date , but it
